The College’s Fourth Annual 
Giving Fund, which closed Aug- 
ust 31, has set a record for sup- 
port received in a single year, ac- 
cording to President Roy E. Mc- 
Auley. 

While final figures are still be- 
ing compiled for the official re- 
port of the campaign, it has been 
announced that more than $201,- 
000 had been received from the 
various areas of support: Church 
of the Brethren, friends and 
parents, trustees, business and 
industry, fomidations, alumni, 
and others. 

The goal of the year-long 
campaign was $200,000. Success 
for the drive was attributed to 
significant increases in giving by 
the Church of the Brethren, 
business and industi’y, and alum- 
ni. 

The Office of Public Relations, 
which coordinated the cam- 
paign, reported that alumni giv- 
ing for the campaign was more 
than double that of the previous 
drive. 

Funds received through the 
Annual Giving Fund are used to 
finance new construction, to ren- 
ovate existing facilities, to in- 
crease the body of research ma- 
terial in the College Library, and 
for general campus improvement.

Secretary’s Angle

GROWING AN ALUMNUS 
1962 

In the May-June 1962 issue of the American Alumni 
Council News, John G. Johnson writes, - “I (Jon’t think any 
student learned to be a good alumnus by accident or osmosis.” 
This suggests that the making of an alumnus involves deliberate 
planning and goal setting; i.e. an alumnus is a planned product; 
this result is not an incidental or chance product. 

Futhermore, the growing of an alumnus involves many 
people from the administration to the custodial and mainte- 
nance crew. 


In a serLse, the first contact 
that a prospective student makes 
with the college for admission 
has implications for alumni rela- 
tions. The admissions office is 
likely the first door -step of the 
college which the student 
crosses. His experience here, 
pleasant or unpleasant, can gen- 
eralize into a positive or nega- 
tive interpretation of all college 
personnel. 

The instructional staff, too, in 
the course of the student’s col- 
lege experience, wields a tre- 
mendous influence in determin- 
ing attitudes, in grooming, and 
in shaping the alumnus. The con- 
cern here is that there be a re- 
spectable degree of consistency 
in philosophy of higher educa- 
tion, of the worth of a human 
being, and an understanding of 
the educational aims of the lo- 
cal educational institution. 

Students are quick to sense 
division within the profession- 
al ranks; therefore, co-opera- 
tion among- the members of 
the instructional staff and in- 
tegrated effort are indispensa- 
ble to arrive at some kind of 
internal consistency. Other- 
wise, confusion, doubt, and 
uncertainty rise in the mind of 
the student. 

This unifying concept of the 
college cuts across departmental 
lines as well. It includes also the 
maintenance crew and the cus- 
todial force. 

The work crew should be just 
as aware of the educational ef- 
fort of ' the college as the in- 
structional force. The work crew 
should be aware of the theme 
piece of the college, such as, 
"Educate for service.” 

Included, too, are the office 
personnel, house parents, dormi- 


1 0 r y personnel. Collectively, 
these people — ^the total college 
personnel — determine the college 
atmosphere. 

The alumni, themselves, 
play a definite part in shaping 
and growing an alumnus. The 
various chapters have an op- 
portunity to convey the image 
of the college through pre-ad- 
mission exercises and activi- 
ties — teas, parties, initiations, 
distribution of literature and 
the like. Orientation of fresh- 
men can begin before arrival 
of freshmen on campus. 

Serious intention of alumni 
can be demonstrated too at 
graduation time. The general 
alumni association and chapters 
can reinforce their interest in 
the newly graduated through 
appropriate “booster shots” as 
graduates launch into post- 
graduate courses and vocational 
orbits. 

Certainly, chapters will be 
quick to involve the new alumni 
who locate or live in their re- 
spective areas. 

Alumni are made on and off 
campus through deliberate ef- 
fort rather than by chance effort 
or wishful thinking. Growth of 
an alumnus is not automatic. 

The process involves co-ord- 
inated effort in goal-setting. It 
involves many people; alumni, 
the administrative personnel, 
the instructional staff, depart- 
ment heads, the maintenance 
crew and work force, dormi- 
tory personnel. 

There is a togetherness in the 
growing of our alumnus. The 
growth of an alunmus takes 
time and patience. “You can’t 
make a good pickle just by 
squirting vinegar on it. It has to 
soak awhile.”

The librai’y received recently 
a copy of “An Army Doctor’s 
Wife on the Frontier” from Dr. 
Richard Stark, ’49. Dalhern Med- 
ical Center, Herndon, Penna. 

The book is of special impor- 
tance to Dr. Stark because the 
letters, making up part of the 
book, were written by his wife’s 
great gi’andparents to her par- 
ents in Columbia, Penna., from 
Alaska and the Far West.

Friends, students, and associ- 
ates mourned the passing of Dr. 
A. C. Baugher, retired president 
of Elizabethtown College. 

Stricken with a heart attack 
while working in his garden Fri- 
day morning, November 2, Dr. 
Baugher, who was rushed to the 
Lancaster General Hospital, 
died in the Intensive Care Unit 
at 9:30 a.m. He was sixty-nine. 

Dr. Baugher who had been 
scheduled to speak Sunday at 
the Lititz Church of the Breth- 
ren also was scheduled to be 
honored, with his wife, Sunday, 
November 18, at the dedication 
of the A. C. Baugher Student 
Center at Elizabethtown College. 

A reception was to be held af- 
ter the dedication of the student 
union building in honor of Dr. 
Baugher who originally had con- 
ceived the construction of the 
building. Formally opened for 
student use November 4, the 
student center fulfills Dr. 
Baugher’s wish to provide for 
the entire interests of the stu- 
dent body. Dr. Baugher toured 
the building one day before his 
death. 

Approximately 800 persons at- 
tended the funeral services for 
Dr. Baugher, held at the Eliza- 
bethtown Church of the Breth- 
ren, Monday, November 5. He 
was buried in Mt. Tunnel Ceme- 
tery. 

The services were conducted 
by Dr. Nevin H. Zuck, pastor of 
the church, assisted by Dr. Roy 
E. McAuley, president of the 
College. 

In his eulogy, the Rev. Dr. 
Zuck said Dr. Baugher led a 
“rich and full life.’’ He stated 
that Dr. Baugher was known for 
his friendliness, sense of humor 
and single-minded devotion to 
the church and to education. 

Dr. AIcAuley read resolutions 
praising Dr. Baugher from the 
college and from the Eastern 
Pennsylvania District, Church of 
the Brethren.

November 5. 

Portions of the two-story 
brick structure had been open 
for restricted use since the be- 
ginning of the term. 

Local service clubs and busi- 
ness contracts will view the 
building from 7 to 10 p.m. on 
November 13. Local citizens will 
be guests, November 16. A 
Church of the Brethren Youth 
Day will be held in the Center 
on the following day. 

Special guests at the dedica- 
tory open house will include 
church leaders, alumni, local 
dignitaries, and parents of 
students. 

The college was host to the 
Lancaster General Hospital Aux- 
iliary Fashion Show in the 
Center, November 10. 

Built at a cost of approxi- 
mately $650,000, the Center pro- 
vides facilities for conference 
rooms, the campus post office, 
bowling alleys, a swimming pool, 
lounges, a publications center, 
and the campus store. It is one 
of two major buildings to be 
completed this fall. 

The other is the B. Mary 
Royer Residence for Women, 
located on the western edge of 
the campus and housing 131 
students. 

The addition of the Baugher 
Student center and the Royer 
residence for Women is a part of 
the general, plan for development 
of the College. Six major build- 
ings have . been added to the 
campus since 1950. 


The new residence hall for 
women was formally dedicated 
and named on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 20 as part of the Home- 
coming Day activities here on 
campus.

Homecoming Day gives an alumnus an opportunity to 
evaluate the college, its faculty, the buildings, the college pro- 
gram. The college, too, has the opportunity to examine the 
alumnus in one way or another. 



In this evaluation, the college 
and administration and the fac- 
ulty hope to find justification for 
their educational programs and 
efforts. What is the younger 
alumnus like? 

The three or four year old 
alumnus is m,ore mature phys- 
ically than his in-college friends. 
He reflects experience On the 
job, reasonably satisfactory oc- 
cupational placement, and con- 
tentment in his work. 

The male alumnus will like- 
ly be pushing a baby carriage 
and leading a tot at the same 
time. The married male, too, 
is proud of his family and the 
young mother looks approving- 
ly and with equal pride on her 
husband and family. Here, 
then, is reflected security — 
economic, emotional, and oc- 
cupational. 

If the alumnus is in a profes- 
sion, he is pursuing higher edu- 
cation, either full or part-time. 
His educational goals are still be- 
yond him, indicating that there 
remain unexplored fields of work 
and service. He has sensed the 
implications of "continuing ed- 
ucation.” 

At the same time, he remem- 
bers ihe college which provid- 
ed the ground work for his 
success and he looks with in- 
creasing appreciation upon his 
educational disciplining. 

The loyalty of the alumnus is 
reflected in his commmiication 
with the alumni office. The com- 
munication may

activities, in suggesting student 
prospects to the admissions of- 
fice. 

Whether the alumnus is on or 
off campus, he reflects a stature 
of attainment or growth which 
gives the faculty and college ad- 
ministration justifiable pride. 

The college, thereby, on see- 
ing this living symbol feels that 
it has proven its worthwhileness. 
Pride tempered with humility ac- 
claims, ‘There goes one of our 
alumni.”

■ Dr. James M. Berkebile, 
professor of chemistry at Eliz-. 
• abethtown College, has been 
appointed director of the 
[Teachers for West Africa Pro- 
igram (TWA), according to 
Dr. Roy E. McAuley, president 
of the college. 

Berkebile succeeds the late Dr. 
A. C. Baugher, who directed the. 
program from its inception iii' 
1961 until his death last month. 

A project of Elizabethtown 
College and the Hershey Choco-. 
late Corporation, TWA is de- 
signed to procure teachers for 
service in Ghana and Nigeria. 
The Hershey Chocolate Corpora- 
tion is underwriting the program. 

Nine teachers axe currently 
serving in the two African na- 
tions as a result of the program’s 
first-year operations. Some 150- 
other colleges are cooperating in 
the program. ■ 

Dr. Berkebile joined the chem- 
istry staff at Elizabethtown in 
1957 after serving a3 head of the 
chemistry department and later 
as dean at McPherson (Kansas) 
College. In all he spent 14 years 
at McPherson. 

In 1959-60 he was granted a 
two-year leave by Elizabethtown 
College to serve as an adviser to. 
the government of Nationalist 
China for the purpose of help- 
ing Formosa improve the science 
programs in its secondary sohooli. 

In the process he helped to 
establish 14 experimental cen- 
ters for science education on the 
island. 

Dr. Berkebile is married and 
the father of three children. Ho 
received his B.A. degree from 
Manchester (Indiana) College in 
1934, his M.A. from Ohio State 
University in 1935, and his Ph.D. 
from Ohio State in 1951. 

He is a member of three hon- 
orary societies; his professional 
memberships include the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society and hon- 
orary mem'bership in the Taipei 
International Medical Society 
(Taiwan, Formosa). 

Dr. Berkebile is listed in Who’s. 
Who in American Education and 
in Leaders in American Science. 

Since 1947 he has published 
numerous articles in professional 
journals, primarily in the field of 
chemistry. 

“At the present time we are 
recruiting teachers for the 1963: 
group,” Dr. Berkebile said. “Then 
in March we will work on final 
approval of applicants and place- 
ment.” 

As last year, selected teachers 
will attend orientation sessions 
on the campus and in New York 
City prior to their departure in 
August. More orientation will be 
given upon their arrival in Af- 
' rica. 

“A maximum of 25 teachers 
will be placed In Ghana and Ni- 
geria this year,” Dr. Berkebile 
added. “We’re interested in get- 
ting people we can stand be- 
hind.” 

“The primary fields in which 
we are seeking teachers are 
chemistry, physics, biology, 
mathematics, and industrial arts. 
We’re taking applicants in most 
all fields, but these are easier to 
place because the Peace Corps 
hasn’t been supplying teachers in 
these fields as much as in hu- 
manities,” he said. 

’TWA is cooperating with the' 
African-American Institute, New- 
York, for consultation and su- 
pervision on the field. The Insti- 
tute also assists in making trav- 
el arrangements, according 
Berkebile.

" as a body only twice a year and heard from publicly just as 
seldom. 

Nevertheless, it is a busy 


group, an important one; it is 
responsible for the overall 
^ “image” of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege. 

Pres. Roy McAul'ey described 
the Trustees, 21 men and three 
women, at the recent BSC Dedi- 
cation Service as the “working- 
est” group he had ever seen. 

Another administrative of- 
ficial pointing out the Trustees 
interest in campus life, said, 
"They participate in college 
activities, they come to meet- 
ings, they like to know what's 
•• going on." 

The Trustees come from all 
walks of life. While most are 
successful businessmen, some are 
schoolteachers, ministers, and 
farmers. With the exception of 
a small number, aU live within 
the service area of the College. 

Dr. Joseph W. Kettering, 
Elizabethtown, is beginning his 
seventh one-year term as 
Chairman of the group. The 
Rev. Noah S. Sellers, Lineboro, 
Maryland, is Vice-Chairman; 
Dr. Horace E. Raffensperger, 
Elizabethtown, Secretary. Col- 
lege treasurer Earl H. Kurtz 
serves the Board in the same 
capacity. 

Kettering, Sellers, and Raf- 
fensperger were recently re- 
elected to three-year terms.

sociation, and the Board itself.

Enrollment Up 
Across Nation 

Enrollment of full and part- 
time college students increased 
this fall for the 11th consecu- 
tive year to an all-ime high of 

4.207.000, the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation reported this month. 
This exceeded by 8.1 percent the 
previous record of 3,891,000 set 
in the fall of 1961. 

The number of students en- 
rolled for the first time in col- 
lege was 1,039,000, an increase of 
only 1.2 percent over last year’s 
figure of 1,026,000. 

The 1962 fall enrollees in- 
cluded 2,603,000 men and 
1,604,000 women compared 
with 2,424,000 men and 1,467,- 
000 women in the fall of 1961. 
The percentage increase for 
men was 7.4; and for women it 
was 9.3. 

Of the first-time enrollees 
this fall 602,000 were men and 

437.000, or 42.0 percent, were 
women. In the fall of 1961, 596,- 
000 of the new enrollees were 
men and 430,000, or 41.9 per- 
cent, were women.

These lines on alphat'etized higher educa- 
tion are a part of a version of “The Eyes of 
.Texas” sung by the Kerby Stone Four. As a 
result of this Columbia release, E-town Col- 
lege is making the airways on a nationwide 
basis. The line concerning E-town is even 
given in a typical Lancaster County twang. 

A general tirst reaction to this news is one 
of disbelief on the part of our student body. 
After being convinced that the Kerby Stone 
Four really did include the name E-town, 
many students ask why, or how many other 
schools are also called E-town? 

After doing a bit of research (just for the 
fun of it) we find that there are no other 
E-town Colleges or Elizabethtown Colleges. 
The song could be referring to oiity one 
school. 

There are, however, many other colleges 
beginning with E from which the writer could 
have picked.

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Two goals for 1963 emerge; 1 — 
involve more alumni in forth- 
coming activities; 2 — provide 
more effective and u larger vari- 
ety of services through the 
placement- alumni office. 

The development office repoi'ts 
■a doubling of alumni dollars in 
support of the college without 
any appreciable change in the 
number of participants. Here is 
an opportunity to broaden the 
base of contributors. 

Six new chapters were or- 
ganized since October of 1962. 
Six others are beckoning for 
organization. A very positive 
sign of expansion in this direc- 
tion rests on a long distance 
telephone call from an alum- 
nus, “We are ready to go.” 
Again, attendance at 'Home- 
coming and Alumni Day activi- 
ties does not make an alumnus. 
However, alumni who have not 
visited the campus in the last 
four years, can’t appreciate the 
new look of the educational 
camp ground. 

Communicaitions between the 
college and alumni have grown. 
It must continue to grow. On the 
other hand, readership can im- 
prove, and feedback on the part 
of alumni to college can grow 
also in the 'way of supplying in- 
formation of births, marriages, 
promotions, and achievements. 

The General Alumni Associ- 
ation cannot meet the chal- 
lenge alone. The officers count 
heavily on alumni support and 
morale. Neither do activities or 
programs rest on the presi- 
dent. The New Year antici- 
pates increased participation 
in a greater number of activi- 


ties ion the part of an increas- 
ingly larger number of alumni. 

The second goal involves an 
improvement and refinement 'of 
services. Among these are a 
more up-to-date address list 
with a corresponding decrease in 
undeliverable mail. Unclaimed 
mail becomes expensive business 
to the college. 

Again, the alumni secretary 
anticipates the organization of 
six additional chapters so that 
eventually approximately nine- 
ty percent of the alumni will 
be chapter related. 

The placement office, too, 
hopes to expand its services 
through developing more effec- 
tive relationships with (place- 
ment departments of other col- 
leges. Through reciprocal rela- 
tions between placement offices, 
our alumni in distant places can 
find help in sister colleges and 
other educational institutions.

New Chapter Work 
Takes Sec. Far, W^ide

Now that one phase of chapter work is completed, let us 
examine the route traveled and alumni involved in the organ-, 
ization of new chapters. 

Six new chapters were launched since October 27, beginning 
with northern New Jersey and ending with Washington, D. C. on 
December 8, 1962. Between these dates and places, are southern 
New Jersey, Schuykill Valley, Cumberland Valley, and Lehigh 
Valley. 

The distance covered approximates 1500 miles and involved a 
total cost of $185.00. The lodging cost was negligible because the 
alumni secretary returned to his home after each trip.

'Ili'ips were doubly rewarding; first, because the re- 
sponses of leaders to the call for attending these meetings were 
excellent, ranging from five to sixteen; second, because, on most 
of the trips, someone accompanied the alumni secretary.

If a student teacher 
could devote his full time to teaching in a pro- 
gram similar to that of a State Teachers Col- 
lege, he would benefit more and so would his 
students. Am 1 glad to be back? It’s wonder-

As far as being back is concerned, if I had the 
decision to make. I’d much rather be with the 
children in a teaching situation.” 

DORIS WEIR, Elemetary— “1 found it a 
very rewarding experience and I think that 
you learn so much practical knowledge that 
could never he found in a textbook. The en- 
thusiasm of the children is very inspiring to a 
beginning teacher. I’m glad to be back on cam- 
pus, but I’m looking forward to teaching next 
fall.” 

HUBERT CALLIHAN, Secondary — “No 

one can quite realize what really confronts a 
teacher until he goes into it. From our text- 
books we form pre-conceived opinions about- 
teaching; they are a help, but teaching is 
something which is individual to each person. 

I realize now how much more difficult it is 
to be out working than to be a student. It’s 
good to be back as a student, although I en- 
joyed practice teaching very much.” 

JOANN METZLER, Elementary — “Student 
teaching has been a wonderful experience and 
for me perhaps “the” highlight of my college 
career.

BUDDING ALUMNI 



To steal a line, “Spring is bustin’ out all over’’ with col- 
lege freshmen for September, 1963. This is true for Elizabeth- 
town College and for other colleges too. 


Somewhere along the line, 
someone will be responsible for 
attending the budding process. 
This budding process on the part 
of incoming students extends 
through the stages of pre-ad- 
mission, admission, post-admis- 
sion, and graduation. 

Our concern here relates to the 
image we create in the early con- 
tacts with prospective students. 
It is too late to expect college 
graduation exercises to develop 
students miracuously into mature 
alumni. 

One of the early contacts 
with prospective students is 
the admissions officer or a 
representative of the college 
at College Night with his brief 
case, containing an assortment 
of pamphlets, brochures, and 
visual aids. Student attitudes 
and images are quickly formed 
during these preliminary meet- 
ings. 

Among the forces of influence, 
are the college ambassador’s 
ability to communicate effec- 
tively with students; reporting to 
interviewing centers on schedule; 
ability to answer questions intel- 
ligently; evidence of up-to-date- 
ness of college plans, cirricula, 
and student activity programs. 

This is a big order and perhaps 
this suggests that, if alumni offer 
their services to represent col- 
leges for admission purposes, they 
be trained and informed care- 
fully for this specific purpose. 

In addition tq the represen- 
tative’s influence on the bud- 
ding process, is that of the 


literature he carries. The for- 
mat of the college catalogs, 
the color of the brochures, the 
size of the pamphlets, as well as 
the number and kinds o'! give- 
aways. 

In the background, too is the 
influence of successful alumni 
with whom they have neigh- 
bored or associated. In the case 
of Elizabethtown College, ap- 
proximately 4500 alumni stand as 
living- witnesses of an academic 
adventure and achievement. 

These “witnesses’’ continue 
their role throughout the admis- 
sion and post- admission stages. 

They help to confirm the new 
student’s decision and judge- 
ment about coming to Elizabeth- 
town. 

It is most satisfying to a stu- 
dent to discover that every 
sector or phase of activity con- 
firms his decision. For him, 
there is a relative consistency 
of strength in all areas. 

Reinforces are the friendliness 
and understanding of the facul- 
ty; the satisfying experiences 
during orientation week; the en- 
couraging messages from alumni 
chapters from which they came; 
the guide lines of The Rudder, 
the student’s handbook; and the 
appropriate identification of 
buildings, rooms facilities. 

The budding process moves 
into fuller bloom in the longer 
four-year stretch with gradu- 
ation as a goal. The General 
Alumni Association aims to

“If the students want a 
course, we will endeavor to 
find a faculty for it.” L)r. 
Stambaugh, explaining how the 
courses are chosen for the 
Summer Sessions, added that 
there are approximately 100 
applications for Summer Ses- 
sions now, as well as a number 
of inquiries. 

Dr. Stambaugh stressed that 
there will be two special work- 
shops under the direction of the 
^ychology department. In session 
one (from June 17 to July 19), 
there will be a “general college 
orientation” course which will 
probably cover note-taking and 
taking college exams. 

The second session (July 22 to 
August 23) will have a “diagnos- 
tic eading” course on reading 
comprehension. “It is not a 
speed-reading course,” said Dr. 
Stambaugh. 

According to Dr. Stambaugh, 
Summer Sessions classes are held 
six days a week and last the 
usual fifty minutes. Summer 
Session credits are limited to a 
maximum of twelve for ten 
weeks. 

Students come to Summer Ses- 
sions for varied reasons: to im- 
prove grade averages to make 
up courses, to lighten their win- 
ter loads, and to finish college 
in three years. Also, Summer 
Sessions are an inexpensive way 
of checking their college poten- 
tial. 

There is also a Summer Se.s- 
sions group of unsucessful high- 
school students who, if they take 
the maximum twelve credits and 
get a C average, are eligible as 
freshmen here. Dr. Stambaugh 
added, “A very encouraging num- 
ber of these have been able to 
come to college.” He added, “We 
hope to graduate a large number 
of them.” 

Most of the Summer Sessions 
teachers are from the college’s | 
resident faculty. Faculty from 
outside will probably be helping 
in the workshops.

assist this development by in- 
troducing itself to the fresh- 
man and sophomore classes, by 
means of a carefully prepared 
brochure, in the fall of 1963 
and spring of 1964.

The 
alumni gifts have been used to 
help finance all new construc- 
tion — not in total, but the as- 
sistance has been most helpful. 
There is at present a fund 
which has grown through in- 
vestments to $40,006 as of Jan- 
uary 31, 1963. This fund is to be 
used for construction of a field 
house — a building which is 
currently under discussion and 
coming closer and closer to 
reality. 

I notice that even though the 
alumni contributions have 
shown an increase, the num- 
ber of alumni who contributed 
has not grown commensurate- 

ly. 

This is true and is the area 
where we alumni have room 
for the greatest irnprovement. 
I feel that a gift, no matter 
how small — five dollars or ten 
dollars — will give the donor a 
sense of belonging to and help- 
ing perpetuate a college which 
stands for high ideals. It means 
the continuance of such an in- 
stitution at a time when the 
state is making inroads into 
higher education. It seems to 
me that once the state moves 
in, politics and not the quality 
of education will often dictate 
decisions. I am certain we 
alumni don't want to see this 
happen.

Offered 
On Water Safety

A water-safety course, under 
the official sanction of the 
American Red Cross, is being 
given in the new BSC pool. 
Thirty-two students are current- 
iy enroiied. 

The total course requires 20 
hours (10 weeks). Each week the 
students have a lecture on their 
textbook, which was written by 
the Red Cross. This is followed 
by a demonstration and iand 
drill, after which students prac- 
tice the new techniques in water. 
Four written tests and a final 
exam will be given. 

Taking the course are profes- 
sors, high school teachers, and 
college students. Although 
granting the Senior Lifesaving 
badge upon completion, the 
program also concentrates on 
new methods of boating and 
swimming safety. 

“The number of capsized-boat 
accidents over the summer is 
alarming,” said Richard Wolf, an 
instructor. “We hope that our 
students will be able to take 
care of themselves and others 
in an emergency of this kind.” 
Wolf, head track coach at 
EAHS, and Dean Steinhart, 
basketball coach for HS jay- 
vees, are water-safety instruc- 
tors in the Lancaster Chapter 
of the American Red Cross. 
They have voulunteered to 
teach the course. 

No credit is given, and the 
course is free. Requirements are 
identical to those in the regular 
Senior Lifesaving program.

Secretary’s Angle

COMMUNICATION DID IT 



As 1 entered the gymnasium in the student center by the 
north door last week, I saw a brass plaque on eye-level with 
the inscription, “Student-Alumni Auditorium-Gymnasium. This 
sign, measuring approximately 8x18 inches, is the answer to 
a concern which was expessed by alumni in 1961. 


Reference to the Alumni Asso- 
ciation minutes of October, 1961, 
reveals a motion that the word 
“alrnnni” appear somewhere in 
the naming of this Student Cen- 
ter. This motion carried with it 
the suggestion that Norman 
Reber, then president of the As- 
sociation, communicate this senti- 
ment and wish to the college 
president. This plaque is evidence 
of communication and a sugges- 
tion carried to completion. 

Change in any situation 
brings with it adjustments of 
some kind. In the construction 
■of the Student Center, alumni 
could rightly inquire, "What's 
going to happen to the old 
gym; don't we have a stake in 
it?" The motion referred to 
above expressed this concern. 

Now, the Student Center is 
completed; the retention of the 
name “alumni” indicates that the 
college board considered the rec- 
ommendation and followed 
through. 

The Baugher Student Center 
brings together the new and the 
old in a very unique way. In a 
sense, the new and the old 
buildings, which have been made 
into a meaingful' whole, are a 
symibol of growth in educational 
and recreational facilities at 
Elizabethtown College. 

Traces of growth are woven 
into the intricate layers of 
brick, the pillars, and the 
junction of the former and the 
present. In this, the present is 
identified in the past in time, 
effort, and people. Earlier min- 


utes of the Alumni Association 
attest to the thinking which 
preceded the construction of 
the original building. 

This plaque also indicates in a 
practical way that ideas of the 
Alumni Association can be com- 
municated to the college admin- 
istration and the college board of 
trustees. “The voice of the peo- 
ple is heard.” 

Of course, there are many 
voices and many publics. Among 
these are the student body, the 
alumni, friends, college adminis- 
tration, the board of trustees, and 
indirectly, the town. Each group 
has its own perspective and in- 
terpretation of college needs, 
timing, and sequence of construc- 
tion of buildings. 

These many publics must be 
heard. Some will say that the 
college is moving too fast in a 
given direction or too slowly; 
others might suggest that the 
college is moving in the wrong 
direction or in too many direc- 
tions. 

At any rate, two-way com- 
munications between parties con- 
cerned can bring about common 
understandings and develop 
teamwork in executing master 
plans of the college. 

It is hoped that future build- 
ings and educational plans can 
be so unified and integrated that 
they may express a harmonious 
whole and satisfied cultural and 
educational needs. The right kind 
of communications will help to 
bring this about.

Trustees Study Projections 
For Decade Of College Growth 

The future of Elizabethtown College will feature a controlled 
growth in students, faculty and facilities, according to a projected 
program currently being considered by the College’s board of 
trustees. 

Dr. Joseph W. Kettering, Elizabethtown, chairman of the board, 
indicated that the total development of the College in the next ten 
years will be governed by the trustees’ desire to maintain the en- 
vironment of the small college with a Christian emphasis. 


“This consideration is the ba- 
sic premise upon which we are 
building our projections for the 
future. We don’t want to grow 
merely for the sake of growth,’’ 
Dr. Kettering said following a 
recent meeting of the board. 

It was emphasized that the 
current projections for growth 
are merely broad guideposts for 
study. There has been no formal 
action by the trustees to adopt 
the proposed projections.

board is a program of gradual 
growth which would possibly 
have the College’s student en- 
rollment increase to approxi- 
mately 1,200 by the 1971-72 aca- 
demic year. Enrollment at the 
start of the current year was 
901. 

Buildings which might be ad- 
ded on a scheduled basis during 
the period would include a class- 
room building, a library addition, 
additional dining facilities, at 
least two dormitories, a gym- 
nasium, and a chapel-auditori- 
um. 

Dr. Roy E. McAuley, president 
of the College, pointed out that 
the proposed rate of enrollment 
increase (approximately 30 ad- 
ditional students per year) is 
much more moderate than the 
growth during the past ten years. 
He indicated that the enrollment 
has tripled since the 1952-53 
: term, during which the student 
tody numbered 297. 

The proposed increase in the 
student body will call for an in- 
crease in the number of faculty 
members from the present 55 to 
71. The administrative staff of 
the College would be increased 
from 14 currently to 21. 

In terms of finances, the gen- 
eral operating budget of the Col- 
lege would be raised to $2,896,- 
774 annually from the current 
figure of $1,627,242, according 
to projection estimates. 

“We have based our look into 
the future on our experiences 
over the past ten years.” Presi- 
: dent McAuley explained. “We 
I have gone through a period of 
j very rapid growth since the 
11952-53 term.” 

Statistics prepared by the ad- 
ministration of the College re- 
; veal that since 1952 the faculty 
has grown from 20 to 55. The 
number of courses offered has 
jumped from 71 to 216. 

Student fees for tuition, room, 
and board were $800 and are cur- 
rently $1,725. However, student 
financial aid available from the 
college has increased from a to- 
tal of $24,740 in 1952 to $218,912

To Work In Paris 
Under ISTC Plan 

Kiyllis Gl'adfelter and Pernella 
Provost, two sophomores, have 
been accepted to participate in 
the International Student Travel 
Center’s Road-to-Rome Seminar. 
Both will work in restaurants in 
Paris this summer. 

The goal of the ISTC is to 
provide stimulating work, study 
and travel experience abroad as 
an essential part of education and 
a means of furthering good will. 
In the past both students (ages 
16-35) and teachers (no age lim- 
it) have participated in such pro- 
grams, which include paying jobs 
and orientation seminars, some 
with tours. 

For the most part, job open- 
ings are in unskilled categories 
with minimum or no language 
qualifications. They cover such 
occupations as farming, construc- 
tion and factory work, child care 
and hotel-resort work. Wages 
are based on the standard rates 
in the various countries and many 
range from room-and-board in a 
Spanish work camp to $190 a 
month in a West German factory. 

ISTC members are at liberty 
to make their own travel ar- 
rangements or sign up for a sem- 
inar program that includes low- 
cost jet transportation and tours. 

One of the more extensive 
programs ISTC has planned is 
the Road-to-Rome Seminar, a 21- 
day, 7 country tour that precedes 
the job assignments. This year, 
for the first time, there will also 
be a Middle East Seminar in. 
Israel. Round-trip jet travel t* 
Tel Aviv will include one-week 
stop-over in Rome and four weeks 
in Paris. A two-day seminar in 
Tel Aviv on the culture and hisH 
tory of the region will be fol- 
lowed by a five-day tour of Is- 
rael and a month’s work on a 
Kibbutc.

Math Dept. Symbolizes 
Academic Growth Here 

As Elizabethtown College grows and matures, many tend to see 
only the impressive new buildings or the leaping enrollment figures. 
Physical growth is a magnificent thing, but it is only a shell for 
the learning that takes place within it. 


The academic core of this and 
any college is solidified by the 
growth and maturity of its in- 
struction. Among the instruc- 
tional areas undergoing such 
change at Elizabethtown Col- 
lege is the department of mathe- 
matics. 

Four years ago the requirement 
for a math major here was 24 
credits; today he needs 33. Four 
years ago Elizabethtown College 
had sent no math majors to 
graduate school. This year it is 
sending its fixth, sixth, and 
seventh, all of whom have had 
halftime teaching assistantships. 

What started the trend? The 
department, like several others 
here, saw the need for revisions 
and made them. And changes are 
still taking place. 

The keynote has been the 
offering of a greater selection of 
courses for both math majors 
and other students. This and 
other steps are making the pro- 
gram for math majors more fiex- 
ible. 

One step was the removal of 
the rigid sequence of the ad- 
vanced courses to make Calculus 
the only prerequisite for all 
courses beyond it. Originally 
students had to take ten hours 
of Mathematical Analysis or a 
combination of College Algebra, 
Trigonometry, and Analytic Ge- 
ometry before tackling the Cal- 
culus course. 

Beginning next year the Math- 


ematical Analysis course will be 
changed to a one-semester, four- 
hour course and will be followed 
by an Analytic Geometry course 
which will be expanded from 
three hours to four hours. 

Other course changes to be in 
effect include the revision of the 
two-semester, four-hour Lin- 
ear Algebra course to a one- 
semester, three-hour course. A 
course in modern algebra and a 
special seminar for student 
teachers has been added, and 
: Advanced Calculus has been ex- 
I tended from a one-semester 
I course to a two-semester course. 

I Last year the. department ad- 
I ded a new course. Survey of 
I Mathematics, for liberal arts 
: majors. It is a terminal course 
I exposing students to the basic 
; ideas of modern mathematics, 
I and it apparently filled a void 
I since three sections were needed 
to handle the interested students 
; the first time it was offered. 

! To the outsider changes with- 
! in a given department’s cur- 
I riculum seem relatively unim- 
jportant, but to the major in that 
! curriculum and to the College 
^ in general they make a vast dif- 
) ference. 

In addition to the local effort 
I involved, improvement within the 
j departments requires a constant 
j desire to keep up with recent 
! happenings in the field on the 
(part of the professors.

In retrospect, the 1962-1963 
campaign had its ups-and- 
downs, as do most sporting sea- 
sons. The highlight for Jay

For those who may 
have forgotten. E-town compiled 
an overall slate of 12-2 while 
capturing the Middle Atlantic 
Conference title. Tire Wrightmen 
then went to finish runner-up 
at the Atlantic Coast Regional 
playoffs. 

The hooters had the best 
team percentage with a mark of 
.857. 

Throughout the course of the 
year the Blue and Grey colors 
were worn 115 times and the 
Birds emerged victorious in 69 of 
those encounters. This figures 
out to an even .600 percentage. 

Seasonivise, the fall sports seg- 
ment won games at a .687 clip 
while the winter teams followed 
closely behind with a .674 mark. 
Only the spring section played 
below .500 ball. Of the nine 
squads, six of them had winning 
seasons — soccer, cross country, 
field hockey, men’s basketball, 
women’s basketball, and base- 
ball ; the wrestling squad 
broke even; and the men’s 
tennis team and women’s tennis 
team were on the shady side of 
winning records. 

The award for coming the 
closest to a title or playoff spot 
must go to the scrapping men’s 
basketball squad. Coach Smith 
does have some consolation, how- 
ever, since all his starters are 
slated to return next year. 

The most improved team must 
be either the cross country or 
wrestling squad. Maybe Coach 
Baum can answer that question 
more specifically for all those 
interested. 

Records that were set belong to 
Anne Sharpe who tallied 46 
points in a single basketball game 
against Millersville, and to Lin- 
da Eshelman who scored 19 goals 
for a season high mark in field 
hockey and a career total of 64 
goals. 

Although we have stressed the 
records of this year's teams, 
certainly much more was gained 
than merely winning or losing. 
The participants acquired such 
qualities as courage, responsi- 
bility, and leadership which will 
aid them throughout life. Each 
individual will cherish those 
moments when he or she helped 
the E-town cause, as they all 
helped to make their college and 
themselves “a little bit better.”

attain the ideal in history) ; hu- 
mility; and commitment (“the 
ideal never lets us rest leisurely 
on our achievements.”) 

On Cuba, “it can be said that 
we have fought a nuclear war 
and one perron was killed, a 
pilot. It was a war in the sense 
that the nuclear balance was 
taken into consideration, not our 
superiority— but that we threat- 
ened to use it. We won that nu- 
clear war.”

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Learning Outburst 
Challenges Alumni 

(Ed. Note— The following are excerpts from the speech, 

'^Alumni and the Explosion of Knowledge," delivered by 

Dr. Albert L. Gray at the Senior-Alumni Dinner on 

Alumni Day here, June 1.) 

' — “As educated alumni of this institution we 
are aware that we live in a period of exploding 
knowledge. The wonder and awe of yesterday’s 
events become commonplace today — witness the 
calmness and blase attitude with which we ac- 
cepted Gordon Cooper’s 22 orbits in contrast to 
the excitement and apprehension of Scott Car- 
penter’s sub-orbital shot. Developments in every 
field come so rapidly, and are so complex, that 
^lumni must forever engage in a vigorous pro- 
gram of continuing education.” 

— “No longer do I volunteer to help my Stephen 
With his 4th grade arithmetic. His knowledge 
about sets, matrix, rays, line segments, and in- 
tersectioirs forces me to hit the books with him.’-’ 

— “One of my colleagues tells me that biological 
knowledge has increased 16 times in the last 
50 years, and that 90% of all the biologists who 
ever lived are still alive today adding to this 
vast storehouse of information. Most of us can- 
not contribute new insights into this field, nor 
can we hope to understand it all, but as mature 
alumni we are called upon to be interested in, 
and alert to, these developments.” 

— “Never before in the field of education have 
the winds of change been blowing so steadily. At 
Baldwin-Wallace College I am serving on a stu- 
dent-faculty committee that will completely re- 
vamp the entire curriculm. We have evaluated, for 
example, the new S-3 plan in use at Ohio Wes- 
leyan; three terms and three courses each term. 
There are no required courses. Classes meet only 
as often as the professor and students feel is 
necessary. Lower level courses and upper level 
courses, replace the traditional classification of 
freshman, sophomore, junior, and senior.” 

— “At quality colleges across the nation stu- 
dents are being pre-tested to get into a course, 
instead of passing an exam at the conclusion of 
it. If the student on the pre-test is not adequately 
prepared, it becomes his responsibility to go to 
the learning resources center on the campus and 
master training films, listen to lectures on tapes, 
or complete a programmed learning text. Only 
then is he ready to enter fully into the class- 
room educational learning process.” 

— “Today, as alumni, we need a new vocabulary 
in order to evaluate the merits of general educa- 
tion. core curricula, articulation and advanced 
placements, non-western studies, the Junior- 
Year-Abroad programs, and independent study.” 

— “Nor has the field of religion escaped the on- 
rush of change. When you were “Betty Coed" or 
“Joe College” did the text on the Old Testament 
mention the Dead Sea Scrolls, the Essenes or the 
Teacher of Righteousness? What do you think of 
the Pope’s encyclical “Pacem in Terris”? Do you 
approve of the elevation of indigenous leadership 
in the ecumenical churches of Africa? What ad- 
vice can you give to your delegate from the 
Chiu’ch of the Brethren, as he engages in a dia- 
logue with the leaders of the Russian Orthodox 
Church?” 

—“The undergraduate college that is aware of 
this explosion of knowledge and contributes to 
it produces the educated mind. The graduates 
are liberated from a bestial, primitive, conform- 
ing, non-creative existence; they are freed from 
ignorance, indifference, prejudice, superstition, 
parochialism, and glib answers.” 

— ‘ This is a Christian college— not because it 
was founded by the Church of the Brethren; 
not because the president is a doctor of divinity; 
not because it has a Department of Bible. All of 
this can be taken for granted. A Christian col- 
lege is an institution of learning where the de- 
cision making process by trustees, administo- 
tion, faculty, and students takes place within the 
framework of Christian values: where men and 
women are engaged in the exciting process of 
Choosing the God whom they will serve.” 

— “The institution worthy of alumni support 
has found the way to wed intellectual excellence 
with religious commitment.” 

— “Granted, then, the explosion of knowledge 
in every field of human intelligence; and granted, 
the need for quality education by the gest pro- 
fessors at the undergraduate level; and granted, 
the need for quality education by the best pro- 
there remains the constancy of the Christian 
faith.’’ 

— "If this beloved college and its loyal alumni 
remain true to the highest concepts of the 
Christian faith, the shape of tomorrow need not 
be feared in spite of the expiosion of knowledge.’’

A Dean’s Fondest Hope

1 have been asked on numerous occasions to identify what 
I consider to be the most pressing need confronting Elizabeth- 
town College at the present time. I usually answer without 
hesitation — the need for developing and perpetuating an ever 
maturing “image.” 


The time Is ripe for the church 
related college to assume its 
rightful role in America. The op- 
portunity is abundantly present 
for the church college to become 
what it really says it is. 

I concur wholeheartedly with 
Huston Smith when he states in 
his volume The Purposes of 
Higher Education: 

“Any college worthy of the 
name will have a spiritual life 
of its own which makes of it 
more than an assemblage of 
teachers, students and build- 
ings. At best it will have an at- 
mosphere which is felt to be 
different from other environ- 
ments the moment one steps 
into it and which acts as a 
powerful developing force upon 
all who live within it. Such an 


atmosphere will be like the 
mist in the sense that one can- 
not put one’s finger on it, but 
no one should be able to stay 
in it long without becoming 
thoroughly soaked.” 

So long as Elizabethtown Col- 
lege can succeed in producing, 
in quantity, graduates who pos- 
sess a sense of mission, a deep 
annoying conscience about the 
social ills of men, and the urge 
to help correct them, she will 
always have an indispensable 
role to play in the society that 
she serves. 

This is an expectation that I 
hope my Alma Mater will never 
take for granted, but will con- 
stantly endeavor to promote in 
practice.

Miss Hackman Cites Reasons 


That more women than men are applying for admission 
at Elizabethtown College has become an established trend over 
the last several years. Ask Admissions Director D. Paul Greene.- 
For the first time since the war the College will probably have 
more women than men enrolled when the 1963-64 fall registration 
figures are released. 

The majority of women on this 
campus will most likely grow 
steadily over the next several 
years. 

Why the change in the enroll- 
ment pattern? Miss Vera R. 

Hackman, dean of women, can 
list four good reasons. 

“First of all,” she says, “there 
is a great majority of women in 
the college-age bracket in the 
United Stales population.” The 
1961 census figures bear her out. 

That year there were more than 
one million more women than 
men in the age group of 18 to 24. 

Miss Hackman ciles fhe fact 
that there are more women 
high school graduates as an- 
other reason. Some 64,000 
more women than men, for 
example, graduated from high 
school in 1962. 

Still another reason is that 
more and more women are go- 
ing to college each year because 
of social and economic trends. 

Fall enrollments in higher edu- 
cation for 1962 showed an in- 
crease of one and one-half per- 
cent among women over 1961 
figures and only a one percent 
increase among men. 

Quoting other sources Miss 
Hackman notes that the cur 
rent percentage of female col 
lege graduates in the 


quite evident here. And the 
trend of more women going to 
college, she notes, is seen here 
also. 

When asked about the male 
enrollment, she said, “We shall 
continue to get plenty of good 
men students, but it is true that 
parents are likely to send their 
son, if he has the ability, to a 
large or “prestige” institution. 
But they often want their daugh- 
ter to attend a smaller, church- 
related college like ours.”

posess exceptional academic cre- 
dentials, including high school 
grades and aptitude test scores. 
They are thoroughly screened 
to be sure they are emotionally, 
physically, and socially mature 
enough to move from the junior 
high school year directly to col- 
lege. 

“We have had no problems 
with these accelerated stu- 
dents in terms of their ability 
to adjust to college life,” Dean 
Hershman related. “They have 
performed exceptionally well 
academically and moved into 
various extra-curricular ac- 
tivities.” 

“One of the girls played on the 
varsity field hockey team and 
was elected to the Queen's Court 
for Homecoming Day by her 
classmates,” he added. “The 
presence of these students has 
been a wonderful and rewarding 
experience for all concerned.” 

Students enrolling under the 
early admissions plan are pur- 
suing a variety of degree pro- 
grams, including the liberal 
arts, pre-law, nursing, educa- 
tion, medical technology, pre- 
medicine, and pre-ministerial. 

Dean Hershman indicated that 
the success of the program dur- 
ing the first year means that it 
will be continued by the Col- 
lege this fall, when six more high 
school juniors will move into 
their first year on campus.
